Mr. Bernard says :—Our overseas 
‘commerce will be vastly improved 
by the addition of aviation. 
Within a'very reasonable pariod 
after the war we shall find all 
the principal mail liners fitted 
with seaplanes. Considerable 
time. will be saved. in 
the transit of mails. A liner 
leaving New York with 
urgent and important letters will 
be .able to discharge them by 
seaplane 300 to 400 miles west of 
the Irish Coast; within a few 
hours they can be delivered in 
London, thus effecting a saving 
in time of 24 hours.” The same 
procedure can be carried out by a 
vessel bound to New York— 
weather, of course, being an im- 
portant factor—for in fine and 
sattled weather a well-equipped 
plane. could travel at an enor- 
mous speed over a considerable 
distance. It is “quite within 
the bounds of possibilty that 
letters posted i in London” can be 
delivered in New York within 
four days, At the outset of this 
service, which will, no doubt, be 
subsidised by the- Governments 
of both countries, .2 special 
charge, say, of 23. 64. to 5s. per 
letter could be mede on. all
